Steel Demand 
Expected To 
Continue Up 


CLEVELAND (A P )-T h e grad­ 
ual increase in demand for steel 
will not be halted by last week’s 
steel price increases, the mags* 
aine “Steel” said today. 
Th# trade magaiine commented 
also that “ a slow and somewhat 
shaky 
uptrend 
in 
metalworking 
profit* 
is 
beginning.” 
Second quarter earnings gener* 
ally were close to those posted in 
the first quarter, and the third 
quarter probably will pretty much 
parallel the second, “Steel” said. 
The fourth quarter should show 
significant 
if 
sluggish 
improve­ 
ment, the publication added. 
Steel production nationwide was 
up three points last week to 59 per 
cent of rated capacity, equivalent 


to about 1,593,000 net ton* of Heel 
for ingots and castings. 
Productionwise, 
July 
was 
the 
third best month of the year. And 
consumption by steel usera dur­ 
ing July is estim ated by some ob­ 
servers to 
have 
exceeded 
ship­ 
ments by at least 500,000 tons, said 
“ Steel.” 
» 
The metalworking weekly esti­ 
mated steel inventories will bot­ 
tom out by the end of the month. 
“ T h eres little likelihood of an 
im m ediate switch from reduction 
to accum ulation of inventories, but 
one expert thinks consumers will 
have to add 300,000 tons to their 
stocks during Septem ber Just to 
maintain a 60 day inventory and 
add more later,” said “Steel.” 
Production was up last week in 
all but two districts, climbing 4.5 
points to 54 per cent of capacity in 
Cleveland. 25 points to 73.5 per 
cent in Wheeling, 1.5 points to 41 
per cent in the Cincinnati district, 
and up I point to 53 per cent at 
Youngstown.
